There are hundreds of thousands 
of ald people in France who own 
the homes in which they live, but 
who face slow starvation on pitt- 
fully small incomes. Reluctantly 
they are obliged to scll prized 
pieces of furniture and jewellery. 
_ Antique shops have never been 50 

well supplied nor so busy; people. 
who have money are Investing 
thelr francs in antiques, while the 
ex-owners are forced to enrall on- 
the lsts of the economically weak. 

A life annuity was another for- 

mula much in: .favour with - the 
French before inflation. A person 
of independent means who after 
World War I derived an income of 
15,000 francs a year {once the 
equivalent of US$3,000 but now 
barely $50) could live very com- 
fortably. Today, a .couple spends 
that much In a month just to keep 
body and soul together. 


‘For those who invested: all their 
savings in the ‘Government, the 
State has been obliged to step in. 
Such people, over 65 and whose 
yearly Income .{s° below 100,000 
francs, have had thelr anguities {n- 
creased, but only up to 100,000 
francs.

The 
essence of this” report; published by ~ 
the Society for Psychical Research, is, 
that there {s no unshakcable case 
for uny of the categories.’ 

In criticising or pointing out the. 
possibility of error in some of the 
classic cases usually presented as 
evidence of ‘paranormal events, Dr 
West ‘emphasised that dreams oc~- 
eastonally do come true and that 
telepathy docs work, on occasion. 

But he understands that there {9 
no evidence that it happens outside 
ihe usual mathematical lInws of 
probability. Thus milllons of peo- 
plo dréam every night, it would be 
unusual if some of these dreams 
did. not, colneide with an event. 
Millions ‘of people aro thinking of . 
other people, so it 1s likewise not 
surprising that ‘there are some 
“telepathic” contacts.
